John Hughes Curtis, the man who 
saw himself as the savior of the 
Lindbergh baby and the hero of 
the country, sat trembling in his 
improvised cell in the garage of 
the Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
home this morning, while federal 
authorities consulted as to what 
charges may be made against him. 


The man who fooled not only 


Col. 
Lindbergh, but police and 


naval authorities as well, was near 
collapse as the full 
enormity of 


his offense, not only against the 
law but against common decency, 
was borne home to him.

The gen- 
eral feeling among the police is 
that financial worry temporarily 
unbalanced Curtis to such an ex- 
tent that a vagrant thought that 
he might gain honor and glory as 
the man who restored the Lmd-
